wards discovering t'rls ultimate trutli- 
wiiich Is Die s-ole aim of philosophy. 
Dr. MacKay defined philosophy as 
•'a iiei-flstent attempt ;o look things 
•>.i( in the face, sided by _;1 that 
h'c'euoo can teach us, hut untraiuniel- 
I'd l>y any classifies tton of science.' - 
Tau.-: psychology iias its own part to 
play In the furtherance of philosophy. 
This. In hrleC wa.t» the relation of psy- 
chology in philosophy, if such a rela- 
tion could properly be defined. 

Drr MacKay remarked that the ;i. 
i!e expressed very ycncral subject, 
and that there fot-f> an informal dis- 
cussion would ipirobabile- be iacceplt. 
able. 

■■'J'he first Uiing f.iat strikes the 
reflective mind,, h«. said, "Is the uni- 
ty of the world in which we live. 
Whether it i.i the limitation of our 
minds or nt>. v.-e can only visualise 
jne universe- This might be a com. 
position of force a,nd forms manifest, 
ed in an infinite variety of phenome. 
na-a series of events in passing pro. 
cession. We try to group them into 
a great many classes, but classifica- 
tion is purely arbitrary, for Xai'i « 
bo blends Cier creations one with -.he 
other that there can be no classifi- 
cation. Classification is to be compar- 
ed to international boundary Une on 
the face or Nature, but which esist 
merely in our own minds. We at- 
tempt to classify the unclassiflablc . 

"Bach science is an attempt at 
ilassificaUoh." stld the speaker. "A 
science is a lamp which cas'a its own 
light cn what is the original truth 
and fact of thinr.'s. But every fact 
Is related w every otlier tact. All 
ao.lenro^ must have their say before 
:he truth is kr.own, for no fact is 
the exclusive property or any science. 

Dr. MacKay then described philo- 
sophy as a persistent attempt to look

"I sometimes 
think- music 1m the mosl philosophical 
of all. What '-o musical compositions 
mean. We cannot- tell, but they mean

There Is always The tendency to 
pick up an arbitrary attitude of the 
truth of thing*. "Hut ir philosophy 
tins so general a meaning, only to tell 
■what psychology Is. would be an an- 
swer to the question of discussion" 
he said. 

"Tînt I fancy y«u are thinking of 
philosophy i.i a technic*:! sense;" Th-tn 
the speaker bl9'«sified tr*<*linij:V phi- 
losophy into three great divisions 
ontology, eplst"mo|ijgv and ethics. 
"Ton notice tliat I do not include 
logic". Dr. MacKay said. lie was ne- 
ver stir'" on what grounds the logi- 
cian stands- Tho.v Jcem to take part 
In all sciences by finis. The only im- 
portant fact aboil! logic, which should 
be learned by ovwy good scholar, is 
perhaps the history of logic. For, as 
n spécial science, psychology tons got 
so far in advance of all logic that it 
is hard to toll Jut', what logic is. The 
older philosophers used logic where 
\r« use metaphysics. It has been cal- 
led the scienc* of reasoning — then it 
becomes psychology. If It Is the sel 
ence of words, Ï: comes to mean t*ie 
stmdy of language. One cannot tell 
wlicther the logician is tui intultlon- 
olist. concept lonaost or nommallst. 

To explain «lie différence he-twee*! 
psy etiology awl th/? different branches 
of phllosopiiy, TJr. *MooKay found It 
necessary l.o utte concrete Illustra- 
tions, for we cannot think in the ab- 
stract. He toolc Berkeley's idea, that 
"we cannot entertain so much as any 
fine abstract Idea " We must have 
nome stimulus; suggestion or con 
oretc Idea, if we are to think at. all. 
As a «impie illustration, (he speaker

rosearch. which he terms "budgeting 
for the Oiture.'' The research i., di- 
vided into three sections— ths.» which 
takes earn of immediate problems 
that which devotes itsolf lo finding 
out what are the tendencies in the 
Industry for the next 20 or 25 years 
and Uhat which keops an eye on the 
distant future. 

Ordinary business, c»nnot. afford 
the big outlay of bis staffs and de- 
partments for industrial research Mr. 
Kettering points out. and for these 
he advocates group research— that It 
the grouping together of manufact- 
urers In an industry for scientific 
research purposes, which names a 
society or body to do its researoh. He 
cites the leather Industry in the Un- 
ited States which has built and 
equipped a building in the Univer- 
sity 0 f Cincinnati for the carrying 
on 0 f research Into problem^ con- 
fronting the industry. Dental firms 
have carried out the same Ideag ho 
says and it is now quite a usual 
thing in the United States for a 
group of firms in an industry to ap- 
proach a. university and pay for the 
servlcos in the university of a re- 
search man to investigate their pro- 
blems. A contract is made perhaips 
for a year, and of the arrangements 
works satisfactorily, it is continued 
more extended provisions are made 
Tnc advantages of such an arrange- 
ment are great.Çj In the opinion of 
Mr. Kettering. The coal per unit to 
the mnnufneturer for his research is 
small and the technical staffs of the 
group can co-operate with the uni- 
versity. The university becomes lo 
a (si-cater degree service Institution 
as well a g an institution of instruc- 
tion, university staffs «cl a closer 
view of the commercial life or the 
country and students get sonyi idea 
of what they are going t 0 be and do 
after leaving tho university. 

Universities under tills iilan, can 
better enlist the co-operation of in- 
dustry. Mr. Kettering thinks. Sci- 
entific research tond B rather to he- 
come too remote lo get the. co-opera- 
tion of industry, in his opinion, m 
order to get people interested it was 
necesssry io do research on the bor- 
derland of scientific development. 

At th Mime lime he paid full value 
to pure soientlflc rosearch and point- 
ed out that cvory Industry needed lo 
keep a. scout in the field of the in- 
definite future. 

In coseliislos, Mr. Kettering stress- 
ed the need for contract between re- 
search and tho world of affairs. 
Shut yourselves' In the finest scien- 
tific laboratory In tho world .and you 
are not froinfr In got so llnr as you 
will in a. smaller laboratory with a 
hunch of ordinary fellows round you 
In touoh with all phases of tho work.

Marine problem:) of various kinds 
have been of great interest to Dr. 
King, from his first work in the ob- 
servation of ico breaking at Quebec 
to Ihe latest development in direction 
finding by signals. 

Some of the most recent work was 
described by him, including a de- 
vice by which fishing boats may be 
found in a fog by their parent steam- 
er, and one ship telling tho distance 
away of other ships by a combination 
of wireless signals and submarine 
signals, the difference in time bot- 
iveen the two, showing how long It 
had taken the submarine signals to 
come, and so obtain the distance ot 
the two ships apart, or of n shin front 
a lighthouse or lightship. Other ins- 
truments enable the seamen to tell 
the direction from which Ihe signals 
arc com i ne. 

• Just as in the safety devices in in- 
dustry the labor people are those 
most greatly interested, so in the sea 
safety devices the sailors arc most 
Interested.

student perfectly well . In other words, a student with an excellent 
memory needed no powers of reasoning or depths of intellect to 
carry him through. And, indeed, hard thinking did very little to 
help a student in his- work. It was simply a question of cramming 
his mind with a wealth of detail which would most likely be for- 
gotten in later life. 

If students were encouraged to form their own opinions on 
subjects, to go to the foun'ain-heads of pure knowledge and 
derive their conclusions therefrom to spend their college careers, in 
research work, a great many more serious thinkers and' superior- 
minded men would leave the universities. For such intensive study, 
besides furnishing the student with indelible facts, also develops his 
reasoning power and fits him for a life of practical value to the 
world of business, if jthat is the vocation he intends following; or 
enables him to follow up "research work in learning with far great- 
er understanding . 

Under present conditions the serious student who comes to 
eeek the sources of learning, is left behind, him of the parro.l-likc 
memory . 

Following the principles laid down by Dr. MacKay, these and 
like articles would take the place of examinations. Too often the 
latter are mere exercises of memory, while jthc former can show to 
the instructor whether the student has really taken an interest in his 
subject, and has attacked it in a thoughtful and' thorough manner. 
It is a test of individual thought rather than reproductive patter. 

As Doctor MacKay remarked, McGill is given the chance to 
reform tfhc present state of affairs, which is too often the cause of 
contempt and indifference on the part of successful men who 
managed to do well without a university education. If a remedy 
could be effected a community of serious-minded students bcn ( t on 
training their minds in the right direction, .will be able to make a 
education of incalculable value to themselves and the

"Things only move tor 
inc 'When they start up some sense of 
motion across the retina of tho eye, 
or the skin" said the speaker. Thus 
the metaph.VHlcinn.T problem is "What 
is reality? This seems to be an im- 
possible tiuestlon. but Dr' MacKay 
thought that, with all the advantages 
of science and iFitsoning, we were 
ablo to get 'pret+y near the ultimate 
reality n( things. "Phyohology", Dr. 
•MaoKay went ci, "like any other 
science, takes a perfectly arbitrary 
place ror Itself. All our Impressions 
coma within the r.rovjhce of psycho 
■oey. and he doubled whether any 
other province was s*> disdl.ic.ily ma 
1'td off by natm-4. 

"And psychology, by becoming a 
iuoclol science, improves the possl 
blllty of arriving at the iiosalblo so- 
.ution of things. For every truth dis 
covered by science Is a distinct con. 
tribution to philosophy." Each spec 
lal science has own province. 

Thus eplstomnlogy emphasizes tho 
significance, amd ethics, the purpose- 
ness of consciousness, and any con- 
tributions which can be made by 
psyo'icloogy to these problems, is a 
scientific contribution . 

In the discussion which fol If) wed 
a member of the audience e.iprossod 
the opinion that there was a will in 
each of us. wfiich we had to follow 
or suffer ihe conséquences. Dr. l\Iac 
Kay replied that this wait tho doc. 
trine of Socrates, v"io had a "demon 1 
which prompted liliii In the right 
ways. Hul the doctor could boast of 
no such experience. 

Dr. Tale made special reference to 
the «talement by Dr. MacKay that 
there -was no distinction between the 
subjoctive and the objective— a point 
which recent research work in psy- 
chology seemod to bear oui perfect. 
IV. 

A dirtousslon on the i-motlons also 
took place, when Dr. MacKay ex- 
pressed his oplniçir that emotions 
wore useless things, mere by-products 
of the sense, >a,nd that they were rcaJ- 
ly bettor out of the way. Most emo- 
tion, if not all, he sold, were physi- 
ological. 

The meeting which was well at- 
tended, ended with a vote of thanks 
by lî. D. MacLeod.
